And Rouneeville vms certainly d(> 
serving of the liiijh esteem in which ho 
was held. He was manly, lie ilr(!sseii 
well, danced gracefully and indcfaiig- 
ably*. Best of nil, he talked well, and 
it would be hard to fiml n circle in re-' 
spcctablo society where intelligent 
talkers were fewer or mot in demand 
than that in which 2>lr.

jndgment on tliom and buliuved he had no 
other alternative, the (luustioii aiises, is it 
then so very dillicult to procure a conviction 
against gambliug, after all the acU, iiii]ier- 
ial and Canadian, on the sttbject? Taking 
a most unsentimental view of the subject, 
gambling' is an evil, because it robs the 
worlciugmau of his liard-earnod nioney, 
and by the workinginau is meant all those 
who have to earn a living by legitimate labor 
oconpying the main [uirtion of their time, 
(whether they be meelianies, clerks or 
luborer.s}, and the iin'cbnnii' is put lirst, be- 
cause ho occupies the most advantageous 
position. Auotlier eliargi' against this vice 
ia that it grows by what it fi'eds mi, anil be- 
comes a passion witli many men; un<l 
whether OU a large scale or a small one 
tends to iiroiuote dislidiiesty. It issutlieient 
to say of gambling that any employe in a 
commercial firm who had access td the till 
«ud was known to indulge in the lialiit 
would imniodiately become an object of 
suBpiciou, and, of necessity, lie discharged. 
Gambling being an acknowledged social 
evil, then, it follows it should he suppress- 
ed, not only as a ciuse to i.'iiga;,'e in it, but 
to fio-.'ioty at large. In Victcu'ia gambling, 
t!Hpeoially in couuection with saloons, has 
long boon allowcil free license. Hund- 
reds of men who have had good need of 
their money have lost thousands of dollars, 
protably under the influence of whisky. 
Gambling, in fact, caiue to be regarded as 
a snored mystery, of which people occasion- 
ally talked in an under-breath and jerked 
their thumbs over their shoulders at stmdry 
jilaces; but that was all. Sneei-ssive ecnin- 
cils, and with them chiefs f)f police and 
police constables, lia\e pnu lically ignored 
the evil which cviTvljndy knew existed, and 
they simjily nodded and bowed and winked, 
or rather blinked, at Ah .Sin, The grand 
jury at last took a Hying shot at him, and 
the chief justice elaborately set forth the 
legal aspect of, and peuiUtius connected 
with, the evil.- Still there was no move 
made. The authorities aud their suburdi- 
natcH blinked like owls in the sunlight, un- 
til the matter was at last brought uj) in the 
city council and Mayor Carey gave 
hi8,writtcn order to the chief of jiolice fur 
the suppression of gambling, Ciaiiiblcrs 
were either hanl to detect or the old talis- 
man had not lost its power; the ehunned 
circle was not broken. But there are wheels 
within wheels, aud perhaps Conn, ilcJvill- 
ioou let the cat out of the bag when he said 
at the last meeting of the council, " The 
police were afraid to act for they did not 
know if they wotild be discharged next week 
or not," Perhaps the administrative liad 
been bulldosing the exeentivi; a little, ,\nil 
now lot us observe the working of the 
natural course of things. In a well 
balanced town or city the inllueiiee 
of no particular class ought to jiri'doiiiiiiate, 
and when it does a counter-influence will 
eventually rise against it. From natural 
causes the liquor interest had grown pretty 
strong in Victoria, and tliis fact brought 
into existence the Blue Ribbon anciety. 
It was evidently felt that something want- 
ed poking up somewhere, and the seciety 
grew and flourished by popular ajiproval. 
This society, for the purpose of keeping 
order at its own meetings, had two special 
constables sworn in — Messrs. Humberand 
Rudge. Suffice it to say the latter ollicer 
early last Sunday morning entered tho 
Adolphi Saloon witli Sergt. Flewin and 
Officer Sheppard and arrested six men on 
a charge of playing "studhorse poker." 
The playing was virtually admitted, but, 
aiitjalready stated, the first case in the po- 
Jioo court failed, probably because the 
prosecution v.as conducted by tho chief of 
police against a very clever lawyer, and 
partly because the hole and-cornor fiat of 
six councillors warned the city Barrister 
not lo appear. On 'rm),sday the city bar- 
rister will appear in spite of tho six coun- 
oillora at the expense of private oitiisons, 
when the legal aspects of the case will be 
fairly investigated ;until then further com- 
inont ia useless. The impression i.s that 
the Dominion Act says all that i.s neces- 
sary is tho production of apparatu.s for 
gaming and the identification of the por- 
aoiis playing the game or watchiug it — tho 
burden of proof to rest with them to show 
they were not present for an illegal pur- 
pose. And now for the s[)ecial constable 
phase of the subject which excited the in- 
dignation of Councillors Wriglesworth, 
Vigelius, Gowen, Porter, W. A. llobert- 
soii and J. Robertson, and, it may bo 
added, their echo tho I'uat, The fact of 
nothing having been done tiU tho initi- 
ative was taken by special olhcer Uiidge is 
a sufiiciont condemnation of those who 
appear to have been pulling tho wires of 
the police department or, at any rate, by 
■their Bubaequent action have laid them- 
selves'open to the charge of having done 
80. There soonis to have boon very few 
"functions of a constituted pcdice" to 
usurp. But if there wa,s an indecorum 
committed by the special from "the rank 
and file of the temperance society" it ia 
one that wanted committing for a long 
time. It is a result invariably produced 
when tho proper authorities fail to do 
their duty, and many a vigilance commit- 
too has left men hanging in tin; moonlight 
for similar reasons. But the truth is that 
fitly special constable would be Jtislitled in 



through any extremity, 
forward and done work which paid offici- 
als were either too weak-kneed or too 
corrupt to do themselves. If for this they 
can bo called "common informers" with 
impunity then, indeed, will the criminal 
element of society rule Victoria hence- 
forth, for good men will shrink from tak- 
ing part in its government.

Then again, we are informed that "so- 
briety invariably .follows in the wake of 
liiiatheuisiu," liut let it be asked, in Ihe 
light of history, is this a fact — in reference 
to liabyUniiaus, tho Persians, tho Egyp- 
tians, tho Greeks, the Komaus?

I said 
above that Eden lake and Naidon river 
wore surrounded by e.xoellent timber; this 
timber with all its excellence, if inacces- 
sible, would be worthless; luckily this is 
not tho case, because tho river is large 
enough and deep enough to afford a means 
by which the timber of this district can 
easily be floated down to tho mills. The 
people of British Columbia have a right to 
boast of liaving such a district as Naidon. 
If "tho powers that bo" allow a lot of 
greedy speculators to gobble up tho best 
of these favored lands, to the excluBioii of 
those who are willing to go in and de- 
velop their vast resources, they ought to 
be shunned with utter contempt.

VIRAGO SOUND. 

Its A|»i>carance and Iicsoiii*<x>s. 

Vira(;o Sound, or aa it ia called by the 
natives, Naidon, oflfers one of the best 
harbors on tho north coast. In a direct 
lino, it is about 20 miles west from Ul- 
teewus, by following the sinuosities of the 
coast, it would be about 32 miles. The 
name Virago was doubtless borrowed 
from a ship of war having that name 
which visitod these waters a number of 
years ago. The native name Naidon, 
sounds rather nice. It signifies, if I mis- 
take not, Long Bay or harbor. Native 
names, unless very harsh, should always 
bo retained. 

ITS APl'KAHASCK, 

Tho entrance to it is between Cape 
Edensaw on tbe east, and Gape Naidon 
on tho west. The distance between those 
points is about 9 miles, narrowing at a 
distance of 8 miles, to one and a half or 
two miles, at most, between Mary Point 
on tho right going in, and George Puint 
on tho left. These narrows aro about li 
miles in length. Bain Point on tho right 
and Isabella Point on the loft, widen 
out again, and form a large lako 4 miles 
wide and seven miles long, to the muuth 
of Naidon rivor. This river ia the outlet 
of a lako, it is 4 miles long, and has u con- 
siderable breadth and depth ot water. 
Eden Lake from whence it flows, is about 
Dve miles at its greatest width and about 
the same at its greatest breadth. Sound- 
ings give from 12 fatliDUis down to IJ, 
Good anchorage may bo found behind 
Mary Point, 

TUK QIJALITY OK TUE .SOIL. 

As to the productiveness of the soil I 
can say but littlo, any opinion I have of 
it was formed while [lassing along; tho 
land in general is lioavily timbered, the 
only clear land, if I remuinber, is on Mary 
Point, The land in general seems to be 
a little better than about Massett, and 1 
have no doubt but it will prove itself to 
be 80 when cleared and drained, Buing 
nearer the foot hills of the west coast, the 
climate ia doubtless more moist than 
about Massett or anywhere along the east 
coast. 

TUK TI.MBKIl AND OTHKK IlKSOUU(,'K,S, 

Formally years after its settlement the [ 
lumber and lisheries will bo tho chief pro- 
ducts of this section of the country; the j 
timber is not only good but it seems to 
bo inexhaustible. The varieties of tim- 
ber aro, as far as I have soon, tho same as [ 
on other parts of the Island. They are I 
tho Menzies, Spruce, Alies, Inenziesu.the j 
vi-estorn hemlock, Alies Mertousii. These i 
two species are not (that I am aware of) 
found on Vancouver Island. Besides j 
those, the cedar, Tliujoo Gigantia, Cu- \ 
pressno Nootkalonsos ;;ro in uroat abund- 
ance. Tho lumber of tho Monziea spruce 
makes excellent packing boxes, and con- 
sequently is in great demand at tho can- 
neries. There is also a growing demand 
for both species of cedar. The first men- 
tioned is not only abundant but grows to 
an immense size. Not only have I seen 
very large canoes, which were made here,

A FtrfiLTO MEETZNS OF ZTATZVSS. 
Froooodiaes as Boported'by&n Indian. 

At a meeting of the liulian.s assembled 
at their meeting house on Naaa River the 
17th day of .-\pril, 1884, to ask Mr. Frank 
II. Roundy i|uestions in roL'ard to the 
timber lease granted to hiin Oy the gov 
ornmunt. 

Question put by Paul Uladuek Indian, 
tu Mr. Roundy — You know what we told 
you to day when you started for to pre- 
pare t-) get logs otf our land wo asked you 
to wail until this trouble was settled be- 
tween ua, aa we wish tosoiid word tu thi! 
goveriuuont . 

Answer by Mr. Koundy Voo did not 
toll mo how long you wished me to wait. 

Indian — For thii reason. The govern- 
ment sent a man here to measure the 
land, and aa the .piestiou la not settled 
as wo wish it, you are the lirst to come, 
and it is fiu' that reason we wish lo (|uea- 
tiiui you. 

Answer — 1 am not the lirst to get logs 
on this river, and aa 1 am under a written 
contract to got out a certain amount of 
logs, 1 shall be put Ik a hirge expense if 
1 am not |iermitled by yo'.i to do so. 

Indian If you can find some other 
place lo work on the river all right, but 
if yon go to work where you aro going on 
the [niet, none of the chiefs shall ho 
satiatied. 

.\nswer -If I go :iny w lu're, but where 
1 have taken a lease for, 1 am subject to 
a heavy tine. 

Charley Rosa, liulian, speaks— Wo are 
apeaking for tho chiefa 1 liaL .are here in 
this house, some from Greenville, Kitan, 
Kitar, Keltami, Kitwanaolk, solium 
from Kincoletli and from Kitwancolo. 
\N'o are only a few, the ponple lu;re from 
the diirereiit tribea, and do not wiah to 
caiiae trouble. .Some time ago the govern 
inent sent a judge hero to lueaaure the 
land, and in pointing ont the laud that 
was suitable, as we mentioned the trees, 
and he said those things were not planteil 
by man, and that we should always have 
the uao of them 'is also the berries, tish, 
etc. Wo understand this now act of the 
government as being strango. The judue 
told us one thing and now wo havo this 
quite dilioront, we are not tools, nor j'ei 
cowards. And all wo ask of ymi is to wait 
until wo Imve this new act explained to 
ua by the goveiniueni [n'operly, Tho.se 
all who aro aaseinbleil hero ;ire iiicstly 
chiefs, and their hearta are full of what 
they are going to state. There never haa 
been a governor here amongst ua and wo 
very nioch fear that the inoni'y act ajiarl 
by the (.,)ueon for our boiiolit has never 
beei; contributed t(j us. Now the chiefs 
are goiiiu; to answer this timber law. We 
are going to inform the government abioit 
this locality. The governor is about as 
mucii known to us as England. Wo hear 
of Fngliind and we hear of the governor, 
riieg.a'eriior has never been amongst ua. 
I'heie are 18 ll ibe.a lo hear from, and if 
you would wait until wo have matters ex 
plained is all wo wish. 

Answer — Y 'u are iniatakon in some 
points of llie act. Von are not pridiibited 
ll'om cutting loga for your own uae, but 
if you will permit me to go on with my 
contract 1 will be subject to wliatevur an- 
swer you get from the government, but if 
lam not allowed by you to fulfill my con- 
tract I will bo put to more expense than I 
, can well afford. 

Cluoalion by Indian \ <iu have been np 
this luh't two seasons ; Imw often have 
you noun Indiana camped iherel 



Answer — Not- oftenor - than they could 
help. 

Indian — Some people may travel 
through the country and discover a gold 
mine, audi mines are generally in land 
that is of no use to the government, but 
that land now is very uaeful to ua, for u 
groat many reospua. You have been log- 
ging now for some years and you must 
have made money, and what you say you 
lose by not working now you must have 
made up, and we do not want you to atop 
work as no doubt in your own country 
you Wkll find work. Therefore, we wish 
you not to go on tho land mentioned un- 
til we hear of this action of the govern- 
ment before. We never were informed 
that the government held all the lauds on 
the R.verand Inlet and every other place, 
ai.d allowing us no say whatever. You 
state you are losing inonoy — we cannot 
see it as you were not to making thia law. 
Tho guvernmont made the law and did 
not notify us. 

Answer — Tho act was published in two I 
newspapers, and 1 do not know whether 
your people '.vere inforined of il o\- not, 
but 1 want to know if yi>ur people claim | 
all the land and not allow the ljueen any 
claim. 

Indian -Yes, that is what we moan, we 
havo never had a treaty made nor ever 
had anything from Dr. Powell as other 
Indiana havo. And until We have justice 
shown us, wo hold, and do claim all title 
to the land. 

Daniel Brown, Indian — That law. which 
has just been read to ua astonishes ,^s to 
think that if we out a tree without a li- 
cense the government will imprison us. 
1 am not a thief but niy father was one, 
and 1 am against the act. No man is 
alrong enough tc^ tight agam.sl the maker 
of heaven and earth, but luau can fight 
against man. Long ago my grandfather 
found that Inlet that you aro going to log 
on. 

Indian Paul and IbMh own that ground 
lhat you have taken up. The reaaon it 
is our huntiii* ground, and the reaaon we 
do not live ihorj is bocauae wo can make 
more at tho fisheries but aro going there 
now. We are astonished at the govern- 
ment. Thoy never made the Inlet, and 
il is us ( iod gave It tons. 1 n (Uir opinion 
the giiveriiineiil is very tooliah to make 
audi a law, and bind us to follow il. It 
is very hard upon ua not to be able to cut 
what timber we want, aa we can gel il no 
other place suitable for our purpose, for 
instance when we want timber for our 
canoes we cannot very well obtain it. 
Fvery canoe haa to have sixteen paddles 
and that sort of a canoe re(|uirca a very 
large cedar, it is hard upon us to be stop- 
ped from cutting yelluw cedar also as it is 
very useful when making our camps when 
Hailing. Wo again request you not to go 
when you intend going until we hoar from 
the government.' 

.\nawer— -In regards to your hunting 
and lishing rights my timber lease will 
not interfere with them nor will the gov- 
ormeiit ever stop you from using Ihoni, 
and I think you can cut all the trees you 
want for yimr own use without a license 
except to aoll to saw mills. If the land is 
youra the government will slop mo from 
working it. 

Paul Claduck, Indian -The land be- 
longs to us, and no one else has a right to 
it but the Indiana. The place where you 
are going is the same to na aa your homo 
is to you. Tho grounds whore you intend 
going has six Indian marks upon it which 
moans that it belongs to us. It is two 
days now since this law has been mado 
known to ua. Tho government 'took us 
over now.to staryo us out.'-; ; 

Daniel McKny, Indian — All tlie chiefs 
in this have boon asking you to stop cut- 
ting logs on that Inlet, aiid we wish you 
to go buck with that licence; ' we Jidow 
it' is hard on you but you're not the man 
that inado the law, we may bo wrong, and 
the government may he wrong, but wo 
wish you to return until this mattor is 
.settled, and no doubt ihe goviirnment will 
pay you fiu' ymir time. Wo want to sec 
It through and we ahull not let you nor 
no other white man cut loga on our pro 
[)orty, HO we would adviae you to go back 
to tho foolish man who inado the act and 
tell him our feeliiiga in regards to it. It 
is nut uiie tribe alone that wish to speak, 
but eighteen, and we are determined not 
to let any white man cut timber on what 
we deem our only salvation. It would be 
betli^r for the goveriuiient to send tho 
ainall [lox amongst us and kill ua otf en 
liri'ly.

Ka.vsa.s Citv,Mo. May 2. — A Journal's 
Harper, Kansas, special aaya: Swift retri- 
bution has overtakou tho Aledicino Lodge 
murderers and robbers. Tho poase in 
puraiiit yesterday came up with tho rob- 
bers throe miles from town and captured 
them after a brief struggle. T'hoy brought 
the prisoners back to town and lodgeil 
them in the calaboose. A crowd gathered 
at 10 p. n», and .attacked the building. 
One of the robbers opened fire wdiereupoii 
tho crowd riddled him with bullets. The 
remaining three were taken out and con- 
ducted to the edge ut the town and hang- 
ed. The excitement of tho crowd was in- 
tense. Thoy refused to listen to tho of- 
licera who endeavored to quiet them. One 
of the prisoners begged for mercy but thu 
others ilied game. I'ho excitement was 
increased when it was found that two of the 
lobbora wore Henry Brown and James 
Wheeler, marshal and assistant mArshal 
of Caldwell. Tho other two, John Wes- 
ley and Henry Brown, woro cowljtjya 
from the "76 r.inge." All the men wore 
well known here. Mr. Powueo is reported 
dying. The bullet entered tho shoulder 
and came out under the shoulder. (Jep- 
lior way first shut in the back and then in 
the forehead and died.

The Barry Bill Passes in an 
Aiiieiidetl Form. 

Sa.n Francisuo, May 2. — The railroad 
bill in the legislature known as"the Barry 
bill and which is largely the measure 
which caused the object for which the ex- 
tra session was called, waa, in au amended 
form, passed to-day in the sonato by an 
unanimous vote. Under the bill aa passed 
by the assembly whore it originated the 
railroad companies would have forfeit- 
ed their right to operate within the state: 
First, if they suffered discrimination in 
freights over their roads; second, if thoy 
failed to keep the track and structures in 
eftioientrepair;third,if they accepted aohar- 
ter from any other govornmout, state or 
aovereignty; fourth, if they failed to com- 
ply with the faro and freight schedules 
fixed by the railroad commissioners. In 
its amended form the first and third con- 
ditions are rendered nugatory. The spec- 
ial conlracta system remains intact and 
the forfeiture of railroad charters is plac- 
ed beyond the state laws. At the present 
moment the relations of tho railway com- 
panies to the state governmeiit are the 
same as before the coll of the extra ses- 
sion. It is now clearly established that no 
radical anti-railroad measure can pass. the 
senate. Adjournment is quite possible.
